OUT OF HOMES 



Member for Selkirk Exposes 
Scandalous Proceedings in 
■Connection With St, Peter 
Reserve — Charges Made 



SURRENDER SECURED 

BY FRAUDULENT MEANS 



Indian Agent and Superinten- 
dent Accused by 'Mr, Brad- 
bury of Being'Guilty Wrong- 
ful Acts Against Natives 



OTTAWA, April 13— Miscellaneous 
government bills engaged tho atten- 
tion of the House today, the naval 
bill being postponed owing to the ab- 
sence of R. L. Borden. The march of 
progress was halted tonight, however, 
while the story of the surrender of 
the St. Peter Indian reserve was told 
by G. II. Bradbury, the member tor 
Selkirk. Mr. Bradbury did not mince 
mutters In the slightest, and he un- 
folded the full story of how 21,000 
acres 61 land were permitted to be 
filched away from the Indians and 
permitted to fall into the hands of 
speculators and political friends of the 
Government at absurdly low prices. 
Mr. Bradbury made out a clear case 
against the department of Indian af- 
fairs, proving up to the hilt that this 
wholesale robbery had gone on under 
the very eyes of the Indian agent, who 
was himself a buyer of these lands. 
Today this selfsame gang of land 
sharks and heelers were selling- the 
Indians' property which they acquired 
at less than bargain prices at iigures 
ranging from eight to ten dollars more 
than had been paid for It. 

Mr. Bradbury handled his case well. 
He relied for his figures on the cor- 
respondence furnished in a return and 
for his facts on his own knowlattgc of 
the circumstances of the case. The 
St. Petor reserve la situated In his 
own constituency. The whole pro- 
ceedings were described as an outrage 
against all decency. Mr. Bradbury 
alleged that many of the Indians never 
saw the patents for their iands. The 
chief and councillors had been bribed 
and placated with whiskey. The fact 
that the surrender was asked for by 
Mr. Jackson, ex-member for Selkirk, 
on the eve of a general election show- 
ed that the favor was being secured 
for certain parties friendly to the 
Laurier government. 

Mr. Bradbury told how Mr. Oliver 
had tried to block a full enquiry. An 
accountant of -• the department hud 
been sent to Selkirk to make private 
enquiries, but Mr. Oliver might just 
as well have sent this innocent young 
man to Pekin to make enquiries as to 
seek Information from these land grab- 
bers. As he was unubio to got pri- 
vate information, Mr. Bradbury had 
determined to tight the question out 
on the iloor of the House. Less than 
30 per cent, of the voting strength of 
the St. Peter Indians had voted for 
the surrender, and yet Mr. Oliver sat 
idly by and swallowed the whole of 
the proceedings. Not one-tenth of 
the band knew that the emissariese 
sent by the depurtyjent were trying 
to secure their lands, on which' they 
had lived for years, and to this very 
day, Mr. Bradbury declared, many of 
them were aware that their homes did 
not belong to them. Mr. Bradbury 
laid a serious charge at the door of 
Frank Pedley, Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, , of bribing the Indians 
at ten voting places. He alleged that 
Mr. Pedley said when the Indians de- 
murred at the surrender: "I have 
$5,000 in my satchel. If you vote for 
the surrender tonight I will divide this 
among you. If you don't vote I will 
fro my way and you will &ot ho 

Mr. Bradbury quoted from a letter 
to Mr, Oliver from Mr. Pedley, in 
which he stated that not all the money 
had been spent. Mr. Bradbury was 
still speaking at 12.45 a. m., having 
completed up to that time the longest 
speech of the session, even beating 
Hon. Mackenzie King, who held the 
record for one day only. 

Sir. Bradbury concluded at 1 a. m. 
with a resolution condemning the gov- 
ernment for its share in the transac- 
tion. Sir. Oliver moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, which goes on to- 
morrow. 



Mr, Fisher's civil service resolution 
was considered in committee of the 
whole, passed, and a bill founded 
thereon reud a first and second time. 
It provides ( £qr the employment of 
temporary clerks for three years for 
census work instead of for six months, 
as provided under the civil service 
act, as well as for the increase of sal- 
aries of certain otilcers of the outside 
service in the customs, inland revenues 
and post ollice departments. Tho op- 
position urged for increases to. the out- 
side service generally, but Mr. Fisher 
could hold cut little hope of anything 
in this direction being done this ses- 
sion. Mr. Fisher admitted that tho 
proposed salary increase of from $500 
to $800 was due to the fact that It was 
Impossible to secure clerks with tech- 
nical knowledge for tho lower salary. 

Mr. Pugsley'3 bill to amend tho 
navigable river rivers protection act 
was considered in committee, and re- 
ported after some discussion, the gen- 
eral opinion being in favor of the bill. 
It now stands for third reading. 

There was some talk over Mr. 
Graham's resolution providing that 
the bounty of one- half per cent, per 
gallon on crude petroleum may bo 
shared by the owner or occupant of 
the soil damaged by drilling or min- 
ing operations. This chiefly affects 
the counties of Essex, Kent and 
Lambton, in western Ontario. The 
resolution was' adopted, and a hill 
founded thereon given first reading. 

Mr. Aylesworth's resolution respect- 
ing escheat3 to the crown was also 
adopted. It reads as follows: "That 
it is expedient to provide in the case 
of escheats to tho crown that out of 
any property so devolving tho gov- 
ornor-in-council shall have power to 
make such grants as seem right to 
any person having a legal or moral 
claim upon the previous owner or a 
just or natural right of claim to suc- 
ceed to his property. To carry into 
effect any disposition of such property 
which the previous owners may ap- 
pear to have Intended. To reward 
any person making discovery of Tsuch 
property to the crown." The minis- 
ter explained that it would not apply 
to the older provinces.

The site for the new high school, sub- 
ject to conditions of purchase, has been 
selected, the land chosen being nine 
acres at the junction of King's road and 
Cedar Hill road. The acreage is of 
rocky formation and Ih known as Rock- 
land Park. Shaped In the form of a 
hexagon' It Is bounded on two sides by 
the Jewish cemetery, only .separated 
from that burial ground by a low fence. 
It is twelve minutes walking distance 
from the terminus of tho Spring ltidge 
car line. In the tender put In the price 
asked for the site by Messrs. Elliot & 
Shandley, who act as trustees for the es- 
tate, Is $'JO,000. 

The question of the site was adjudi- 
cated upon by the board of school trus- 
tees at a meeting last night. A differ- 
ence Of opinion prevailed between the 
location chosen and a pieco of acreage 
on the Burnslde road. Chairman Jay 
and Trustee Macintosh were strongly In 
favor of the latter site but the rest of 
the trustees present, namely Messrs. 
Stane'lahd, McNeill, Rlddell and Mrs. 
Jenkins, decided in favor of the ceme- 
tery site. 

Before the matter wns put to the vote 
Trustee Macintosh said that he wished 
to register his vote strongly against the 
site in question being clioHon. While it 
was cheaper in tho first Instance than 
the Burrislde Road location It would 
require a large amount of money to put 
It Into shape. The ground was very 
rocky. It was located twelve minutes' 
distance from the nearest car line. There 
was no system of sewerage or water 
supply within easy reach, and the ar- 
ranging of this matter, as well as tho 
laying out of the grounds, would mean 
tho squandering of the ratepayers' 
money. The original price of a site 
should not cut a largo figure In tho se- 
lection. The question to he considered 
was the nmount of money to be expend- 
ed In order to lay out the grounds for 
the pupils. He could never vote for a 
site such as the cemetery one. 

A Rocky Location 

Trustee McNeill said lie considered 
that tho Bumslde Road site was too 
much In one end of the city, If the 
cemetery site could be secured it would 
only involve a payment of some $25,000. 
Tho site on the Burrislde Road would 
cost *!0,000. The objections to tho 
amount of rock on tho cemetery site he 
did not consider serious, There was 
enough ground available for school pur- 
poses. When the bylaw to raise the 
loan for the purpose had been placed be- 
fore the people the understanding wns 
that the site should cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $25,000. A featur.0 Which com- 
mended the cemetery site was the rug- 
ged nature of the surroundings. 

Mrs. Jenkins, and Trustees Rlddell and 
Staneland also spoke In favor of the 
cemetery site, Chairman Jay strongly 
endorsing tho selection of tho Burrislde 
Road location, pointing out that suf- 
ficient ground could be obtained at that 
point for $30,000. 

The following resolution then carried 
by four votes to one: "That a committee 
lie appointed to negotiate for tho pur- 
chase of tho cemetery site, which will be 
secured for a high school provided a sat- 
isfactory price can be obtained. The 
committee will ho composed of the 
building and grounds committee of tho 
hoard of school trustees and Chairman 
.lay

SAYS IT APPROACHES 

UNFRIENDLY ACT 



Wood Cut on Crown Lands Is 
But Small Proposition of 
Quebec's Export to Mills on 
American Side 



WASHINGTON, April 13. — The an- 
nouncement that tho province of Quebec 
would almost immediately prohibit the 
exportation of pulp wood to the United 
States was received hero with surprise 
and regret. At the state department It 
was said that the prospects of closo 
commercial relations and of a treaty 
with ,t)ie Dominion were thought to bo 
sufficiently encouraging to deter any of 
the provinces from Imposing prohibitory 
restrictions at this time. Such sum- 
mary action as Is proposed, It Is felt, 
would Interfere seriously with tho re- 
alization of the suggested trade treaty 
and might In a measure nullify tho 
good that was accomplished by tho 
closer friendly relntlons into which tho 
two governments have recently been 
brought. 

Tho imposition of tho stumpage dues 
and fees for the sake of insuring in- 
creased revenue is not questioned, but 
the intention to prohibit the exporta- 
tion of pulp wood is regarded In somo 
quarters as closely approaching an un- 
friendly act. During the tariff nego- 
tiations In Ottawa, and subsequently at 
Albany and Washington, there was 
somo discussion of the wood pulp situ- 
ation, but that matter la understood to 
have been left to be further discussed 
in connection with tho proposed reci- 
procity treaty between the United 
States and the Dominion, the Initial 
stops in which,' it was believed, would 
bo taken next month. Tho decision of 
Quebec is designed to benefit Canadian 
labor Is the general belief of tho Wash- 
ington officials. Ultimately, they think, 
It will result In tho establishment of 
pulp factories in the province. 

However, tho amount of pulp wood 
coming from the Quebec crown lands 
Is not very considerable. Last year tho 
total Importation of tho United States 
from Quebec wns 1,000,000 cords, of 
which 130,000 wore cut from crown 
lands. The order in council soon to bo 
Issued will not nffect the exportation 
of timber from private lands. There 
are C,000 quarter miles of crown lands 
In the province of Quebec, of which 
American Interests, the International 
Paper company and tho Berlin Paper 
Mills, lease or rent moro than half. An 
adjudication of their rights under the 
new order of things will bo a question 
for tho state department to take up.

AT HIS FUNERAL 



Respect and Affection in Which 
Late Captain Tatlow Was 
Held Well Attested by Atten-

VANCOUVER, April 13. — All British 
Columbia, In a representative sense, to- 
day knelt beside tho bier and at the 
grave or Capt. Robert Garnott Tatlow. 
Reverence and sorrow and deep appre- 
ciation of his public services and per- 
sonal worth Inspired tho final tributes 
of esteem and affection for ono of the 
builders of the province and one of the 
best loved or her adopted sons. 

The government, Vancouver, Victoria, 
New Westminster and other cities, tho 
bench and bar. financial, commercial 
and Industrial life of the province, the 
militia and all the varied interests in 
which the deceased ror so many years 
took such a leading part, were repre- 
sented in ono of the largest and most 
impressive funerals in the city's his- 
tory. Yet simple almost to severity, 
arid unassuming as his life, were tho 
services at the home, the church and 
the grave, alone dignified by the volun- 
tary honor rendered by Ills com- 
peers In civic, military and public life, 
and by a most impressive choral ser- 
vlco at tho church. While the leaders 
In public life, including the premier and 
the other members of the cabinet past 
and present, his sorrowing former col- 
leagues mingled in common worship, 
many citizens gathered to pay their si- 
lent tributos of respect and through- 
out tho city Hags (lying at half-mast 
betokened tho city's sorrow, 

Shortly before " o'clock a brief ser- 
vice was hold at tllo homo of II. J. 
Caniblo, father-in-law of tho deceased, 
at 1918 Haro street. With relatives and 
friends gathered about the casket, com- 
pletely surrounded by hundreds of floral 
tributes from all parts of the province, 
Rev. H. G. Flennos-Cllnton, rector of 
St. James, the church of which de- 
ceased wns so long a member, paid nn 
eloquent tribute to tho citizen and pub- 
lic man, his personal friend for quar- 
ter of a century. 



Shortly aftor 2 o'clock the cortege 
was formed. The pallbearers were: 
Hon. Richard MoBride, Hon. F. J. Ful- 
ton, F. C. Gamble, R. Maipole, Camp- 
boll Swccnoy, F. M. Chaldecott. It re- 
qulrod four carriages to hold the floral 
tributos which followed tho hearse, 
two carriages containing the beautiful 
tokens of respect sent from Victoria. 
As tho cortege loft, following the rela- 
tives and immediate friends were no- 
ticed other members of the cabinet, 
Hon. Dr. Young, Hon. F. L. Carter-Cot- 
ton, Hon. Thomas Tnylor, Hon. Price

Sub-Contract for Section Be- 
tween Abbottsford and Chil-

VANCOUVER, April 13.— Messrs. J. 
W. Stewart & Co., the contractors, who 
were recently awarded a contract for 
building the V. V. & E. railway between 
Princeton and Abbottsford, have just 
awarded to Messrs, Martin, Welch & 
Co., a sub-contract for the twenty-milo 
section between Abbottsford and Chllli- 
wack.

East of the Hopo moun- 
tains an eighteen-mile section between 
Princeton and Otter Flat is new under 
construction. 



PORTLAND CANAL STOCKS 



Mining Exchange to Be Established 
For Special Purpose of Dealing 
In Them 



VANCOUVER, April 13.— Tho sig- 
nificance of the mining boom in 
Northern British Columbia is Indica- 
ted by the fact that steps uro now be- 
ing taken to establish a stock ex- 
change in Vancouver to be known as 
the Portland Canal Mining Exchange.

The assessed value of his real 
estate Is given at $1,000,000, but a con- 
servative estimate of its market value 
will bo about $3,500,000.

CHIEF ENGINEER 
GIVES EVIDENCE 



Gordon Grant, Successor to Mr. 
Lumsde'n on Transcontinen- 
tal Railway Work Appears 
Before Committee of Inquiry 



GIVES INSTANCES 

OF OVER-CLASSIFICATION 



Says Mr, Lumsden's Instruc- 
tions Were in Some Cases 
Misunderstood and Misin- 
terpreted 



OTTAWA, April 13. — Although tho 
Lumsden committee of four Liberal 
members has been sitting on and off 
since the middle of February, the only 
witness examined was the former chief 
engineer of the National Transcontinen- 
tal. Tonight, however, Gordon Grant, 
the successor of Mr. Lumsden, was call- 
od and was examined by F. H. Chrysler, 
the committee's counsel. Mr. Grant tes- 
tified that previous to his presont posi- 
tion lie had been Inspecting engineer 
slnco 1905. As soon as he wus appoint- 
ed chiof ho notified Mr. Woods, of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, that ho proposed to 
go over the ground and ,look into tho 
classification. Ho asked Mr. Woods to 
accompany him. but tho latter could not 
do so without the approval of C. M. 
Hays. 

Mr. Grant visited district F on this 
trip, which took from July 24 to August 
24. The district cnglneors accompanied 
him. Ho found In somo Instances that 
Mr. Lumsden's instructions had been 
both misunderstood and misrepresented. 
Owing to this more assembled rock had 
been returned In some instances prob- 
ably than there should have been. 

Mr. Grant also testified that in somo 
cases where largo quantities of material 
had been blasted, a larger quantity 
should have been classified as looso 
rock and less as solid rock. These mis- 
takes, ho thought, were due to errors of 
judgment on the part of tho engineers in' 
applying Mr. Lumsden's specifications. 
There was an evident difference of opin- 
ion between Mr. Lumsden and the dis- 
trict engineers as to what constituted 
"assembled rock." Mr. Grant gavo de- 
tails of the deductions for over-classifi- 
cation on districts B and F. In no case, 
ho said, was tho revision of the classifi- 
cation completed, but It would bo gone 
on with, with the object of showing 
whether further deductions were desir- 
able. These measurements wore now 
being made by a fully qualified engineer. 
In some cases lie had thought It advis- 
able to deduct lump sums, and he 
thought these deductions would be suf- 
ficient to cover all the classifications 
when final measurements wero made. 
The amount hold back on the J. D. Mc- 
Arthur contracts In district F was $375.- 
000. 

R. C. Smith, for the Transcontinental 
commission, then took tho witness In 
hand. He secured from Mr. Grant tho 
statement that tho best way to Instruct 
engineers was to go into the cuts with 
them, and not by writing letters. In Mr. 
Grant's opinion, if Mr. Lumsden's dia- 
grams and explanatory notes as to what 
constituted assembled rock wero sub- 
mitted to half a dozen experienced en- 
gineers none of them would arrive at the 
same opinion as to the real meaning 
Mr. Lumsden was trying to convey. For 
himself, ho was not surprised that there 
were differences over it. Overclassltlca- 
tlon had occurred where there had been 
unnecessary blasting. None had oc- 
curred in ledge rock. As to overclasslfi- 
catlon In general, he thought it was 
mainly duo to misunderstanding as to 
classifications on the part of district 
engineers. For the same reason there 
had likewise been underclnsslflcntlon In 
a number of instances.

Believed to have robbed his uncle, 
George Lund, of Douglas street, of the 
sum of $515 the city detectives are 
actively seeking to effect the arrest of 
Jimmy Bates who although only 21 
years of age, has already attained an 
unenviable notoriety in local police re- 
cords. The crime was committed on 
the night of the 5th Inst. Hates is 
known to have been in Victoria until 
Saturday last, and is believed to be 
still oil the Island. 

Bates, who is a Victorian, recently 
completed a six months term of hard 
labor In the provincial jail and had 
been living with his uncle on Douglas 
street assisting hiin with work about 
the house. Oh the evening of the 5th 
Inst, lie returned to the house and told 
Mr. and Mrs. Lund that he had got 
work aboard the steamer Amur. He 
then proceeded to another room in the 
house, ostensibly to get Ills clothes to- 
gether. In one of the rooms was a 
cash box containing over $500, the 
keys of which were secreted, the hid- 
ing place being known only to the oc- 
cupants of the house. The following 
morning Mr. Lund discovered the cash 
box was missing and he subsequently 
found it, with tho contents rifled, in 
the back yard. The keys were missing, 
and have not yet been recovered. 

On the same night' Utiles disappear- 
ed. Mr. Lund placed the matter In 
the bunds of the local detective de- 
partment on the day after the crime. 
Since the Gth the detectives have been 
busily engaged on the case, but al- 
though Bates has been sceii in Vic- 
toria on a couple Of occasions during 
last week, it litis beta Impossible to 
effect his arrest. 

Youthful Jail Bird 

In 1!)03, when only 14 years of age, 
Bates was sentenced to two years In 
a reformatory for shoplifting. In 
April, BJ07, he was charged with house- 
breaking and entering, and sentenced 
to three years. Both of these crimes 
were committed, in Victoria. On May 
1st, 3903, he was sentenced to six 
months hard labor on a charge of hav- 
ing stolen goods In his possession, the 
case being tried In Vancouver. Owing 
to overcrowding In the New Westmin- 
ster provincial jail he was forwarded 
hero with a batch of prisoners, and had 
only completed his term In the local 
provincial jail a couple of months 
ago. 

Bates Is 21 years of age nnd 5 feet 
5 inches in height His hair is of me- 
dium light color, long and well brushed 
back. He has a face of a feminine 
cast, with high cheek bones. When 
last seen 'ho wore a grey suit with 
stripes, low patent leather shoes with 
brown lops, and three brass buttons 
on either side and a brown fedora hat, 
with part of the band running Inside; 
He is known to possess two aliases, 
those of James Grenfeil 'and George 
Thompson. A reward of $50 Is being 
offered for information which will 
lead to his apprehension. 



By August 1st the Lee building, a 
new block with 120 feet frontage on 
Government street, on the corner of 
Fisguard, will be completed and ready 
for occupancy.

May Be Black Hand Victims 

PITTSBURG, .Pa„ April 13.— Two 
sons of Philip Badall, a wealthy Italian 
of AVIIklnsburg, were found dead in 
bed early today. The youths, one IS 
and the other 16 years of age, were 
victims or poison, 

according to the 
coroner's office, either administered by 
some one or taken by mistake for 
medicine. When Badall learned of the 
death of his two boys, he fell In a faint, 
declaring wildly that tho deaths were 
due to his enemies, to whom ho had 
refused to pay money. Two years ago 
Badall's summer home was burned. 
For months after the Incendiary blaze 
police guarded the Bndall home day 
and night. Letters have been received 
by the family demanding money for 
the past six months. 



That Chinese boys art- neing sent, to 
school by their parents, not Tor educa- 
tional purposes, but to get tho $500 
head tax refunded, developed at the 
meeting of the board of school trustees 
lust night when Superintendent Paul 
pointed out that there were several In- 
stances of boys at the age of 14 years 
gaining admission Into the primary 
grades of the city schools. The ques- 
tion evoked no discussion, it being 
tacitly admitted that the hoys were 
Chinese and that their object In entering 
the schools was not an educational one. 
Superintendent Paul submitted tho fol- 
lowing resolution which carried unani- 
mously: "That except by special per- 
mission, for good and sufllclent reasons, 
no boy over the age of ten years shall 
be admitted Into the primary grades of 
the city schools." 

Another resolution passed last night 
was: "That every application for ad- 
mission to the schools shall be accom- 
panied by n medical certificate showing 
the physical and mental fitness of the 
applicant." 

The question of congestion in the 
schools engaged the attention of the 
trustees for some time, t lie example of 
the Bock Hay institution being quoted in 
this connection. In view of the fact 
tlmt the summer holidays are only sonio 
two months away, nothing was done In 
the matter, which will lie considered at 
a future meeting of the school board. 

Among other matters considered were 
a number of tenders for the heating of 
i the now Moss street school. These 
'ranged from $S.0S5 to $7.:!2I, and they 
were referred to the building committee 
(and the architect for a report. Tenders 
for a fire alarm system for the same 
school were read and passed on to the 
building committee.

to $115; Mr. Campbell of the. Central 
School, to $100, and Mr. Fnlrey, to- $85. 
Mr. Mux table's salary, which hns been 
under consideration, remains unchanged. 

The resignation of Joseph Robinson as 
Janitor of the Rook Bay school, was re- 
ceived and accepted.

Unearned Increment Tax 
BERLIN. April 13.— The imperial 
unearned increment tax bill was pub- 
lished today. It differs in many par- 
ticulars from the forecast of the 
measure as printed. In the first place 
the bill abolishes all taxes on this 
class now Imposed by municipalities 
and substitutes a general tax, the re- 
venue from Which is divided Into three 
parts, forty per cent, returning to the 
municipalities, ten per cent, going to 
the states and fifty per cent: being 
retained by the Imperial government. 



A scale of tax rates is provided, rang- 
ing from 51.6 per cent, where the in- 
creased values do not exceed ten per 
cent, to twelve per cent, where the 
unearned increment Is above 40 per 
cent. These rates, however, apply 
when thirty years have elapsed since 
the. last previous sale of the property. 
When tho elapsed time Is shorter, 
seven per cent, of the amount of the 
tax is added for each year less than 
thirty. '

(g) estimate of future receints and 
expenditures in tho event of the road 
being leased by the Intercolonial Rail- 
way."

This devico 
is known as the rocket head grapple 
and the invention Is the outcome of 
careful study of the conditions sur- 
rounding tlie wreck of the Valencia a 
few years ago. 

The rocket by which the life line is 
carried is the life saving rocket manu- 
factured by Pain & Co., of London 
and New York, and is used by the life 
saving stations around the British 
coast. This rocket is fired from a 
tube fixed on a tripod aiming arrange- 
ment, aiid not from a gun. The 
rocket Is aimed to pass between or 
over the mast* of a distressed ves- 
sel enabling the crow of said vessel to 
get hold of the small line. The line 
Is hauled until a tall block with an 
endless whip line rove through is so- 
cured. The tall Is made fast- to the 
mast high enough and yet conveni- 
ent, so that, women and children, In- 
jured or sick persons may bo placed 
in the breeches buoy as quickly as 



possible. A small board attached 
gives directions in several languages 
which are painted on same so that 
the crews of foreign vessels will un- 
derstand what they have to do on re- 
ceiving the line. 

The rocket apparatus is used under 
many trying and difficult circum- 
stances. In most cases the howling 
gale and high sea drive the helpless 
vessel on to the. rocks; while the bri- 
gade Is turning out get their appar- 
atus ready. Tho rocket is placed on 
the tube, aimed and fired. In many 
cases the wind is so strong that !t 
gradually deflects tho course of tho 
rocket upward until it turns and pas- 
ses back over the heads of thoso who 
fired. In cases of this kind the efforts . 
ot the brigade are practically useless, 
whereas if the crew of the ship wore 
able to shoot one rocket from the 
ship to the shore the trouble might 
be overcome, as the rocket travelling 
In this case with the wind Instead of

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MR. R. L. BORDEN 

The Colonist never placed the least 
reliance upon the stories that; Mr. Bor- 
den would be forced out of the leader- 
ship of the Concervative party, and, 
therefore, It was not surprised to learn 
that the caucus of the Conservative 
members of Parliament confirmed him 
in his position. There may be a few 
hot-headed partisans to whom Mr. 
Borden's leadership is not as accept- 
able as it would be if he wore more 
sensational In his methods; but the 
great majority of the party have the 
utmost confidence in him and desire 
no other leader. 

Mr. Borden's influence in Canadian 
politics lias been all for good. Even 
these persons who are unable to agree 
with his policies and his political 
methods grant him credit for sincerity 
of purpose and a dignified patriotism. 
If Conservatism in Canadian politics 
Is to be understood as anything more 
than a desire that a party that Is out 
shall get In; if the party stands for 
any real principles, the confidence of 
the people must be won, and It can 
only be won under the leadership of a 
man who himself inspires confidence. 
This Mr. Borden does. His opponents 
will not deny that he has gained great- 
ly In public esteem during the years in 
which he has been at the head of 
His Majesty's Loyal Opposition. Un- 
der our system of government, it Is the 
leader who gives character to his party. 
Indeed, we might say it is the person- 
ality of the man who proposes them 
that gives weight to most policies. 
The people must first learn to trust a 
political leader as a man before they 
will accept with confidence the mea- 
sures which he- espouses. This per- 
sonal confidence Mr. Borden has won; 
he has won it to a degree unsurpassed 
by . any other person who has led an 
Opposition in Canada since Confeder- 
ation. He stands for more in the pub- 
lic mind than even Sir John Macdon- 
aia did during the Mackenzie regime. 
' Neither Mr. Blake nor Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, when leading the Opposition, 
'attained a position comparable to that 
occupied in public opinion by Mr. 
Borden. We believe the whole country 
is gratified to know that, in the event 
of a change of government, the reins 
of power would pass to so loyal a 
Britisher, so good a Canadian, and so 
admirable a man as Robert L, Borden. 

WHEN WE WERE BOYS 

"The spring used to be warmer 
when I was a boy," said a Victorian 
yesterday. There's no doubt at all 
about It. Everything was different 
' when we were boys. Do you remem- 
ber those green apples that you used 
to eat Sometimes in order to get 
them you had to brave the terrors of 
an unappreciative neighbor and a still 
more unappreciative dog; but you ate 
and enjoyed them just the same. You 
could not eat one of them now if you 
dared, and you dare not if you could. 
The water was not so cold or wet 
when you were a boy. You could go 
in swimming any old time, and stay 
in as long as you liked when you 
were a boy, and if by accident you 
forgot to take off your clothes, it 
really did not make any difference, 
when you were a boy. Your mother 
told you that you were taking terrible 
risks, but you knew better, or thought 
you (lid, which came to the same 
thing In the end. The midsummer 
sun was really not hot when you were 
a boy. You remember how you used 
to stay out in It with impunity when 
according to all theories which you 
hold nowadays you ought to have had 
sunstroke four or five times a week. 
The hills were not half as steep when 
"you were a boy, and Heaven was a 
little nearer. No; things are not as 
they were when we were boys, and 
they never will be so again. In a 
philosophic sort of way. you admit 
nowadays that tliero are a great many 
pretty young girls in the community, 
but you search in vain for those di- 
vine creatures, who wore Just a little 
higher than the angels, whom you 
used to know when you were a boy. 
Doubtless you mot one of them the 
other day, and she was liko the spring 
•weather, the green apple* and the 
water in the bathing pool, iitiite dif- 
ferent from what she was when you 
were a boy. But, really, the world 
has not changed much after all. Things 
were different when you were a boy 
because you wero a boy, and that's all 
there is to be said about it. 

FRENCH APPOINTMENTS 

Senator Macdonald took oxcoptlon to 
the request of a delegation from Quo- 
bec, which asked Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to appoint a French Canadian judge 
and a French Canadian senator from 
Ontario. As wo undestand the Sen- 
ator's . objection, it was not to the ap- 
' polntment of such, a judge and such u 



senator, but to the assertion of what 
might be regarded as a racial claim. 
Replying to him, Senator Belcourt said 
that the French Canadians have never 
been aggressive In their domands for 
the recognition of their race and re- 
ligion in federal appointments; and 
we think the point was well taken. At 
the snmo time, we sympathize with 
Senaitor Macdonald's attitude. It is 
only fair and politic to recognize both 
sections of the population in making 
Important appointments. If this were 
not done, there would bo a loss of con- 
fidence on the part of the unrecog- 
nized section in the institutions of the 
country. The various ministries since 
the union have kept this idea in mind; 
and while It is true, as Senator Belcourt 
says, that the people of Quebec have 
not been excessive in their demands, 
as a rule a wise discretion has been 
shown in the exercise of patronage so 
far as the more important offices are 
concerned. It is said, with what seems 
to bo some reason, that since the ad- 
vent of the Liberal regime the depart- 
ments at Ottawa have been overloaded 
with appointees from Quebec. Report 
used to credit the late Israel Tarto with 
a facility for securing billets for people 
of his own race, which was never equal- 
ed by any man In Canadian public 
life; but we do not think It can justly 
be said that Quebec has asked too 
much in respect to the more important 
offices of state. Nevertheless, we do 
not like to see the question of race and 
religion raised In connection with the 
judiciary or appointments to the Sen- 
ate; and we are glad that Senator 
Macdonald drew attention to the sub- 
ject. 

NOT DISCRIMINATION 



The fuggestii.n is made In a Wash- 
ington despatch that the provision in 
the stitutes of Cnlailo, Quebec and 
British Columbia, by virtue of which 
tlw export of pulp wool is prohibited, 
Is discrimination against the United 
States. It would be discrimination if 
the prohibition applied only to that 
country, but as It is of universal ap- 
plication the claim that it comes within 
the term is untenable. The fact that 
the United States is the only country 
that has imported pulp wood from 
Canada does not affect the principle 
involved. 

We do not inagtne for a moment 
that President • Taft will place the 
meaning upon these provincial regula- 
tions that some persons apparently 
do; for it is hardly possible that he 
has not already given them full con- 
sileration; but this Is as good a time 
as any to let our neighbors know that 
we propose to adopt such a policy in 
respect to our natural resources as 
will 1 : ensure the greate'st prosperity, to. 
our own country. Canadians are in 
no way hostile to the people of the 
United States. They desire to live on 
the best possible terms with them, 
They are not at all envious of the 
great wealth and prosperity of their 
neighbors. But they know them 
pretty well, and they are not enamor- 
ed with their way of dealing with the 
natural wealth of a country. They 
have aeon them waste at an unprec- 
edented rate resources, which if wise- 
ly conserved, would have been inex- 
haustible, and they do not propose, if 
they can prevent it, to permit the pro- 
cess to be repeated in Carada. More- 
over they realize that In the possess- 
ion of vast natural wealth, and pulp 
wood is an important item in the list, 
the Dominion has the foundation of 
great industrial prosperity, provided 
these resources are converted into the 
commodities of commerce in our own 
country, by our own workmen, who 
will purchase the products of our own 
farms. They propose that our policy 
shall be: Canadian resources for 
Canadians in the first instance and the 
export of manufactured articles. If 
there are at present any obstacles in 
the way of realizing this policy, we 
can afford to wait. Better, for ex- 
ample, let the pulp wood grow a little 
while longer than cut It now and send 
it away as raw material. We can af- 
ford to wait, and we have only to wait 
in order to enjoy the benefit of our 
natural wealth, which, great as it is, 
is not inexhaustible. We have many 
things that the world wants, and will 
want in the future even more than 
now. Therefore, even if our neigh- 
bors should call it discrimination, let 
us keep our pulp wood at home. 



The news that cholera Is prevalent 
in many parts of Russia is disquiet- 
ing, although modern sanitary science 
has robbed this dread disease of some 
of its terrors. 



Almost before we realize it there 
will be a railway from Victoria near- 
ly to Seymour Narrows. j\s a mat- 
ter of fact, the long looked-for Bute 
Inlet route to the East Is in sight. 
We venture the prediction that in a 
short time there will no longer be any 
necessity for efforts to Interest rail- 
way people in this project, but a 
rivalry among them as to which shall 
be first to occupy the ground. 

The citizens will be glad to know 
that it is the Intention of the City 
Council to get an expert opinion on 
the merits of the available sources of 
water supply. We agree with the 
Mayor when he says that before a 
vote of the ratepayers Is again asked 
full data should be placed before 
them. The water supply of the city 
and its environs is only a business 
proposition, and no other considera- 
tions than those of a business nature 
ought to prevail. The Colonist's view 
always has been that every available 
source of water supply should be 
vested In the city, and that thcwholo 



region hereabouts should be furnished 
with water from the samo system. 
We hope that when the question again 
comes' up in acute form it will be 
looked at /broadly. 

, The- public debt of Australia ; is 
about $1,400,000,000. all of which, ex- 
cept about $150,000,000, is represented 
by rovenue^ producing assets. The 
remainder was spent on roads, build- 
ings, immigration and like matters. 
The interest charge is $-13,000,000 a 
year, and the Government has a net 
income of $3S,000,000 from the reven- 
ue-producing assets to apply to the 
payment of interest. This leaves the 
Interest charge on the general rev- 
enue only $5,lH)0,0()0 a year. This Is 
the statement of Sir George Reld, the 
new High Commissioner for Australia 
in London, and it Is a very excellent 
showing. 



There will bo considerable sympathy 
with the people who are disappointed 
by the decision of Chief Justice Hunter 
in the matter of the closing of a part 
of Quadra street in order that it may 
bo devoted to >rallway purposes, but 
they are fortunately not wholly with- 
out remedy for any financial loss they 
may sustain. In the march of pro- 
gress very often serious losses of 
what may be called a sentimental na- 
ture fall upon individuals, but for this 
there Is no relief. It is only a mat- 
ter of time in all growing cities when 
close-in residential property will be- 
come business property. 



The rush of settlers from the United 
Kingdom to Canada never was any- 
thing like what it Is at the present 
time. When we read of all space be- 
ing taken on steamers sailing next 
June, we can form some idea of the 
number of people who intend to make 
their homes in the Dumlnlon. We 
think there is good reason to antici- 
pate a very large and steady influx 
of settlers from the United Kingdom, 
for those who have come during the 
past years have as a rule dono well, 
and the best possible immigration 
agent any country can have is a pros- 
perous and contented settler. 

The Montreal Gazette draws atten- 
tion to a disposition exhibited by some 
Conservatives to ignore the Conserva- 
tive element In Quebec. We are un- 
able to understand such tactics, al- 
though we confess to hearing some ap- 
proval expressed of them here. At the 
last; election the Conservatives of 
Quebec -polled 126; 634 ' votes, and the 
Liberals 158,393. This was in the face 
of the great personal popularity of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. It seems to us to be 
exceedingly bad politics, not to say 
poor patriotism, for any political party 
to /ignore such a powerful 'element in 
the' second most populous province of 
the Dominion. 



In respect to the complaints made 
by certain merchants concerning 
the presence of intoxicated men on 
Johnson street, we hardly think it 
necessary to go into any particulars. 
If the evil exists, the police are quite 
aware of it, and it is their duty to 
abate the evil. There is altogether too 
much laxity about some things In Vic- 
toria. The police have wide powers 
and ought not to hesitate to exercise 
them. Sometimes we hear It said 
that the Mayor or the Police Commis- 
sioners — we do not mean the present 
Mayor or Police Commissioners — do 
not wish the law to be enforced in 
certain particulars. We have heard 
that said over and over again. Neither 
the Mayor nor any one else has the 
slightest shadow of authority to 
authorize the police to ignore viola- 
tions of the law. It is no excuse what- 
ever for them to say that no orders 
have been Issued, or that, the civic 
authorities do not want the law too 
rigidly enforced. The law is on thol 
statute books, and It is the duty of 
the police to see that it is obeyed. 
That Is what they arc for. Saloon- 
keepers have their rights; but so have 
other people, and the other people are 
in the majority. The police would bo 
well advised to consult the wishes of 
the majority. 



Commenting upon the fact that there 
was only a. little very general criticism 
in the House of Commons when Mr. 
Fielding made his announcement of 
tile tariff agreement with the United 
Stute3, the Ottawa Journal says the 
reason was that very few members 
really know anything about the tariff 
nnd those on the Conservative side 
who do understand It were not present.

But that this in not so is 
shown by tho West Indian opinion of 
seven years ago, that the. United 
States would resent a Canadian-West 
Indian trade arrangement; Thus, this 
admission on the part of the United 
States becomes, as Mr. Fielding points 
out, of some importance." 1

INVENTS NEW LIFE- 
SAVING APPARATUS 



Continued from Pago Three 




Flail iu Ice. 

Sir — Mr. Babcock's letter Is certain- 
ly Interesting; nnd, i am pleased to 
have the opportunity of sotting at rest 
an Interesting event. At Tientsin and 
Paouting Fu In North China, I hnvo fre- 
quently purchased blocks of Ice In 
Which fish were transparently enclosed, 
coming from considerable distances. 
They wero, I take it, smaller than our 
salmon, averaging 1 to pounds in 
weight, and of a delicious, delicate 
flavor, costing it couple of dollars. To 
my query, I was Informed the flsh 
lived for several days after being en- 
tombed. I am quite certain that when 
thawed out, this result had censed to 



reach the shore provided the vessel 
was within the distance the rockets 
are supposed to carry. 

The grapnel arrangement which will 
be fitted on the rocket tube is com- 
posed of a series of arms representing 
the points of a grapnel, which are at 
tached under and to the protecting 
head or hood of tho rocket round the 
tube. To keep these arms or grapples 
in a closed position until the rocket 
reaches Its destination, a sliding ring 
is used, piston arrangement connect- 
ing each arm to the ring and a scries 
of springs connecting tho ring to the 
head. In preparing the rocket for firing, 
tho ring Is drawn from the tube, bring- 
ing the arms down to n folding position 
round the rocket tube, and at the same 
time placing a strong tension on the 
spring. The ring is locked in that posi- 
tion by a catch taking on a projecting 
ledge on tho ring, having a round edge, 
however, so that a backward pull on tho 
line, which is connected to a can arrange- 
ment attached to the locking clip or 
catch, practically forces the catch clear 
of the ring, which being freed flies back 
by the tension of the spring, at the 
same time throwing tho arms out to 
a grappling position. The line run- 
ning from the releasing catch to the 
end of the rocket stick is made of flex- 
ible wire rope sp as not to get damaged 
by the back flro of tho rocket. On tho 
end of this is a swivel, and to this swi- 
vel the life line Is attached. The line is 
as tight as possible, and yet strong en- 
ough to bear tho weight of a heavy 
man, the swivel being used in case the 
rocket should revolve in the air and fill 
tho line full of turns. The whole weight 
of the life lino Is balanced by a spring 
arrangement so that tho rocket will 1 bo 
able to have the whole weight of tho 
attached line behind it nnd yet not 
have the arms released until it reaches 
its destination. 

In case the rocket should pass 
through timber the extra strain caused 
by the line being dragged through will 
relense the arm, and should any of 
them be struck by a tree or other ob- 
stacle they will close Independent of 
each other to the side of the tube, com- 
pressing the piston arrangement and on 
passing the obstacle will bo forced 
back to the grappling position ngaln, 
the strain on a heavy backward pull 
being given after the rocket lias rcnclicd 
the ground and tho arms taken a grip 
in tho earth or brush, etc., will come on 
the bottom band of the tube, which 
servos at tho same time to keep the 
stick In place, no dependence being 
placed in the stick otherwise than to 
steer the rocket to Its destination. The 
Whole attachment will be as strong as 
possible and light, and will weigh from 
5 to 7 pounds. ' Should this apparatus 
be successful it will have a groat ad- 
vantage over a gun, which Is enrried 
by some vessels for throwing a line on 
shore, ns In some cases tho ship may 
Strike where tho sun will bo In an ox- 
posed position, and being lushed down 
to ring bolts will have to bo moved to 
a more convenient part of the vessel 
to enablo those on board to try and

shoot a lino on shore. As soon as tho 
lashings are cost off, the gun may take 
chargo owing to the motion of tho ves- 
sel, and a lot of valuable tlmo may bo 
wasted. In the case of the rocket, it 
will bo easily transferred to any part 
of the vessel and the portable tube of 
the vessel wlth. it can be quickly at- 
tached to tho ship's railing. 

A man was able to swim half way to 
shore and be pulled back from the 
Valencia. In this case It may be pos- 
sible for a man to climb tho life lino 
being held out from the cliff as far 
us possible until he was above where 
the seas wero breaking against same. 
Once at the top ho hauls tho lino in 
that lie has climbed with nnd makes 
tho endless whip which is attached 
fast, thus enabling communications by 
means of which the remaining passen- 
gers and crew may be safely trans- 
ferred to shore. Should tho apparatus 
be successful, it will enable "they thnt 
go down to the sea in ships" to do 
something towards helping themselves 
instead of waiting for the help that In 
most cases comes too late.

It may be Haiti that In some of this 
work there Is Utile sign of the deep 
religious fooling which wiih at the 
heart of tho movement to which Gen- 
eral Booth gave the name of the Sal- 
vation Army. This may bo true, and 
it Is well that we .should question 
whether money alone can bring about 
any great moral reform. As long as 
men and women are ihe slaves of 
their evil passions means will be 
found to gratify them, place them 
whore we will. Hut It is seldom that 
money Is given without that feeling 
of love and sympathy which must 
touch the hearts of those who are 
helped. For all Hint is best In our 
twentieth century philanthropy we 
owe much to this man, who proved 
his faith by his works. 

f "We often hear It said that the great 
lack of the English rrion who come to 
Canada Is resourcefulness. Many a 
good man who Is an export at his own 
business, when he finds no opening in 
a Canadian city Is as helpless as a 
child. He can do one thing and that 
well, but he rinds It very hard to learn 
a new occupation and adapt himself to 
his surroundings. 

If we arc to believe a lady who 
writes lit the Canadian Gazette this 
,Joes not apply with eo.ua! force to 
women. This lady was the daughter 
of a clergyman, ami describes the class 
to which she belongs as "educated 
Englishwomen." 

Now, anyone familiar with English 
life or those who have learned of It 
through novels, will know that. the 
clergyman's daughter rarely does 
what we call "housework." Washing 
and scrubbing, cooking and sweeping, 
even when the means of the family 
are limited, arc seldom attempted by 
the daughters of the house. 

We might have anticipated that this 
English lady would have taught music 
or opened a private school or con- 
tributed articles to the magazines. 
We might even have guessed that she 
had Invested her little capital In ■ a 
piece of ground and cultivated flow- 
ers, or, perhaps, raised poultry. But 
nothing of the kind. To learn Cana- 
dian ways she engaged for six months 
as a gen oral servant. ' Feeling her- 
self then competent to undertake any 
of the tasks which her neighbor** 
could perform "this ' Englishwoman 
Opened a boarding, house. She beftm 
In a very modest way, for her little 
establishment had only four bedrooms 
and. to the horror of her friends at 
home, she kept no servant. After 
another six months she built a house 
Of her own, and In five years was 
compelled to make an addition to It. 
At the end of five years more she 
hopes' to retire with a modest com 
petence. The letter to the Gazette 
is written with tho purpose of show- 
ing English women that In western 
Canada there Is enough demand for 
this sort of work to supply the many, 
who. like she was, are at a loss for 
employment. 

This self-reliant, business-like wo- 
man may be too -sanguine in believ- 
ing that there are many English 
ladles who would be as successful as 
she was In work to which she must 
have been specially adapted. But It 
may be well that her friends In the 
old land would find other occupations 
as well .suited to their talents as that 
of keeping a boarding 'house was to 
hers. The Important thing to know 
is that she believes them to be as 
willing to undertake hard work and 
overcome difficulties as she was her- 
self. 

If this is the result of the education 
that modern English girls receive, 
Canada can scarcely have too many of 
them. There can bo little doubt that 
this boarding house, kept by the ener- 
getic, blislness-llke, but withal, edu- 
cated and refined English woman, was 
a pleasant home and that her influ- 
ence on all who lived In It, or near It, 
was a good one. 

Her knowledge of books,' of art, and 
of the refinements of life did not 
make her a worse housekeeper, but 
they would render her a more inter- 
esting companion', Of these things 
she does not speak In her letter, but, 
practical as she might be, evidence of 
thorn could not be hidden. 

That very wonderful old lady, Mrs. 
Julia Ward How.e, has been following 
the controversy about tho high price 
of living, in which almost every hews 1 
paper and periodical hi the" United 
States is at present engaged. As a 
remedy, Mrs. Howe has launched a 
movement among Boston women for 
education in business matters. Mrs. 
Howe evidently believes that women 
ought to understand more than they 
do about buying and selling goods and 
the principles of credit. This Is rea- 
sonable. Nine women out of ten are 
the purchasers of the supplies of the 
household. Many of them have learn- 
ed by experience how to make the best 
bargains possible under existing prices, 
but there are many who spend lavishly 
and foolishly. If' Mrs. Howe's plan 
will save many women the anxiety and 
remorse which the ruin, their extrava- 
gance often causes, brings to them, she 
will have done one, of tho most useful 
things In her long and successful life. 

Mrs. Agnes Knox Black, one of the 
most talented women in the United 
States, recently spoke to the business 
women of Toronto. Mrs. Black be- 
lieves that women have justified their 
right to a place in the world of work- 
ers. She Is not one of those who be- 
lieve that work prevents the worker 
from being a lady. But she Is far 
from advising the attitude which 
would claim recognition as a I fitly 
without deserving it. On the contrary, 
she advises working women to cultivate 
the qualities of modesty dignity arid 
reverence as well as the personal 
grace which make the humblest work- 
ing girl worthy to be called a lady, The 
reading of good books Is one of the re- 
fining influences within the reach of 
all. Carelessness whether in pronun- 
ciation ,or the use of words is to be 
avoided by tba business woman. Mrs. 
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Black says that no true woman ever 
forgets the ideal of being a good man's 
per. Even tho shortest report ' of 
'■ a speech shows that Mrs. Black 
s very widely from those who 
dissension between the sexes as 
done by so many of the wo- 
en who In these days address us 
om the platform or through the col- 
umns of newspapers and periodicals. 
The five millions of women who work 
In the United States and 'the many 
thousands who have entered the busi- 
ness world In Canada cannot listen too 
often to the teacher who holds up a 
high Ideal of womanliness. 

Speaking of business girls, Is there i 
any good reason why, in fhe summer 
season, at least, the stores and work- 1 
rooms should not bo. closed earlier? I 
We have at Foul Bay, at the Gorge, I 
and at other places, delightful picnic j 
grounds. Camps are pitched along 
the shore In many placet! where the I 
families of the workers spend tho • 
summer. But the young people, who 
are not dismissed till six o'clock find 
It hard t» go so far after hours and 
come back In time to get a, good 
night's rest. In Toronto and many 
other large cities on botli sides of tho 
line the chief . merchants contrive to 
got through business by five o'clock 
la the summer time. "Would Victoria 
business men lose by following their 
example and allowing the girls and 
boys, too, to enjoy the sunlight for an 
hour longer?

IN THE PROVINCE 



Results Obtained by Sportsmen 
Thus Far Better Than For 
Many Seasons — How Che- 
chaho Lost a Bet 



Once more the fishing season has 
opened in British Columbia. 

Ever slnci Good Friday the anglers 
have been happily busy. The speckled 
finny ones havo been given no rest. 
Out of every centre, from Victoria, 
Vancouver Island, to Golden, Rocky 
Mountains, there has poured a conting- 
ont of sportsmen with rod and lino 
every week end. The results have been 
uniformly satisfactory, notwithstanding 
tho reports which have been circulated 
to tho effect that the trout stock of 
tho Canadian West Is beginning to 
feel the Inroads of the lnrge number of 
outside enthusiasts finding their way 
here eac-h year. 

Of course, tho resorts of tho moun- 
tain and other interior districts being 
as yet visited by comparatively few 
devotees, furnish aporl par excel, jnco 
to tho fortunate few.

"Why, any place, river or lake, whero 
one is reasonably suro of catching a 
trout or two." 

"Wall, I think I can take you to the 
real thing,", answered . the old-timer, 
with a smile. 

Then the chechako became all eager- 
ness. Was the guide sure. Wore tho 
trout- small - or- big?' Would they put 
up a good fight? AVhat was tho best 
fly to use? Could tho files peculiarly 
attractive to Canadian fish bo obtained 
anywhere in the town? In fact, he lit- 
erally bombarded tho veteran with 
queries.

adequate. The commission, upon tho 
advice of the. attorneys who are mem- 
bers of It, decided that It would be 
necessary to tear down tho present 
code and recodify the laws. This will 
be done, and an entire now set present- 
ed at the next session of the legisla- 
ture. H. W. Myers, representative of 
Pierce county on the commission, ap- 
pointed for Western Washington/ In an 
interview, said: 

"Our' suggestion that the crows be 
taken from the protected list and be 
classified as varmints met with the fa- 
vor of the commission. Why crows 
were ever protected is a mystery to tho 
sportsmen of the state. On behalf of 
ithe Pierce county- association I sug- 
gest that a limit bo placed on gamo 
fish such as trout and bass; that we 
limit the number of trout that may be 
caught at ono time to &0 and the size 
to a minimum of six inches and the 
number of bass to twenty-five and 
their size to nine inches. This sug- 
gestion was generally approved of, and 
I believe that when the next law. Is 
passed, such suggestions will be In- 
cluded. . ;* 

"Other members of the commission 
proposed that tho state prohibit the 
Hounding of deer and I believe that a 
taw ugainst this procedure will be 
passed when the legislature meets 
again." 

It Is proposed to hold an open meet- 
ing of the sportsmen of the state to 
confer with the commission regarding 
the changes in the laws. Sometime 
before the mooting of Parliament the 
commission from western Washington 
will meet the eastern Washington 
body and frame the code of. gamo laws 
to bo presented. 

In classifying the birds and animals, 
Mr.. Myers, who . Is a member of tho 
classification commission, ' suid that 
both the common and .Latin names of 
every species would be given so there 
could be no confusion in tin: minds of 
the hunters. 'He added that some new 
species of birds which he has brought 
to the Northwest will be protected for a 
number of years In order to uscertaln 
whether these birds would propagate 
In this climate. Tho commission fa- 
vored this proposal, and Mr. Myers in- 
tends to experiment with the new birds. 
Among them are: Silver pheasants; 
golden • pheasants, Lady Amherst 
pheasants, Swlnehoe pheasants, Peeves' 
pheasants, versicolor Chinese pheas- 
ants, Eillucte pheasants', Impegah 
pheasants, Tropogen Satyr pheasants* 
ManchurU'.n pheasants, pure Mongol- 
ian pheasants, Prince of Wales pheas- 
ants and MeUvnotus pheasants,

FIREMEN TRAPPED 
FIGHTING FLAM 



Six 'Men of New Haven Force 
Lose Lives While Striving to 
Saves Jail Buildings — Doors 
Closed by Back Draft 



NEW HAVEN, Conn., April - 13. — 
Trapped by metal doors and 'barred 
windows, six Dromon ■who were light- 
ing Humes, In a workshop, were ettuglit 
by a back draft and burned to death 
during the partial destruction of the 
New Haven county jail today. Three of 
their comrados were saved through the 
heroism of llrcmen outside. The bod- 
ies of the six men were found lato to- 
day after the debris had beer, removed. 
Many other firomen were badly burned, 
but remained at work. 

The dead are: Captain C. L, Chap- 
man, Lieut. Win. Doherty, Laddcrman 
John Buckley, Hoseman James T. Cul- 
len, James Mortell and Thomas J. Mc- 
Grath. The seriously hurt: Ludderman 
A. E. Wilcox and Thomas J. Vnughan, 
Hoseman John E. Bussey, Capt. Chaslos 
H. O'Neill and Ladderman Cornelius 
Shagruo. 

Six men from truck No. 1 were fight- 
ing their way through the cell room 
into tho workshop when an explosion 
of a gasoline tank caused a hackdraft 
and slammed behind them the iron 
doors separating the two buildings. 
Three of the men were hemmed In a 
corner and burned to donth, while the 
other three made their way to a barred 
window, to which they elung with 
streams of water playing on them from 
the outside. Soon after reaching the 
window the roof fell in, and ladders 
were put down from the outside and 
tho men climbed out. 

The other dead firemen woro caught 
by tho same back-draft as they woro 
working at the back of tho building, 
and they wera carried down by the roof 
when It fell in. 

The fire was discovered by a prisoner, 
and the 175 men In the workshop wero 
sent to their cells. When It was seen 
that there was danger of the lire 
spreading to tho main building, the 246 
male and 42 female Inmates were taken 
to the police stations and the Foot 
Guard Armory. Under authority of 
Governor Weeks, three companies of tho 
Second regiment, national guard, wore 
sent to the Dro and took charge of the 
jail ground and patrolled the surround- 
ing streots. 

Late today the bodies wero found 
among the. twisted girders and charred 
beams. Tonight the prisoners, under 
military escort, were returned to the 
jail. 

Tho buildings destroyed were tho two 
three-story brick workshops and soveral 
adjoining sheds and two dwelling 
housos' on Hudson street. Tho Dro Is 
thought to have been caused by crossed 
electric light wires. The loss of the 
New England Chair company, for whom 
the prisoners do contract work, Is esti- 



mated at $135,000, fully Insured, and 
tho loss on tho buildings of the jail lis 
$35,000, with full Insurance.

the B. C. A. A. U, as It U run here Is 
any use to us. Tho soccer men have 
turned It down, and while a union prop- 
erly run would perhaps be a help to 
sport in Victoria, the B, C. A. A. U. 
formed for tho purpose of Introducing 
'cloan sport' In Victoria, has deterior- 
ated Into a Joke. It has lost the confi- 
dence of tho football players, no tennis 
men recognize It, and it is possibly 
doubtful if there aro 10 per cent, of 
all tho athletes in Victoria that 'snow 
they are registered with It. Its meet- 
ings are hole and corner affairs, and if 
anything Is required In a hurry by 
anyone but members of two associa- 
tions, tho secretary , has to confer with 
tho president and these then have to 
write either to Vancouver or the east. 

"I particularly want to point out that 
tho union Is a Canadian affair. Tho 
officers aro supposed to havo juris- 
diction under the oastern rules to con- 
fer privileges, Just as we want, In cases 
of emergency. Why cannot , they do 
tills? Why must they tlnd It necessary 
when time is precious to us to fill this 
date, to write to Seattle. What has 
Seattle to do with Victoria amateurs, 
and what right has the union officials 
to obtain for their guidance rules from 
Americans •when'there are the Canadian 
rules set for them to follow? There 
are many ways' in . which the officials 
could have fixed this tiling ! up if they 
were' working . disinterestedly. There 
has been time all tho summer, ever 
since the soccer, players turned the 
union down , for. Its officials to get a 
written opinion from" the east on tho 
disputed points, .and to. have made ap- 
plication for special powers. They havo 
not done this, hut have remained Idle, 
and now are not prepared to'glve us a 
decision without writing to a foreign 
country for it. Therefore I say the 
union hero In Victoria has lost the con- 
fidence of the athletic community, and 
I'call on all sporting interests to stand 
by the ball players. We are aide by 
side with tho soccer players, and we 
are over live hundred strong, and I for 
one am wllllng''to fight this thing to a 
finish. Either let us get a union that 
can give us reasonable regulations, and 
that will advance sport Instead of 
hampering us at every turn, or let us 
do without the* union altogether, for as 
it' has been run here it lias caused 
strife i-ifrht along in one way or an- 
other. Before the union came In here 
Victoria had just as good sports and 
Just as clean sports and no strife." 



AMATEURISM IS 

. AGAI N TO FORE 

(Continued from Pago 0.) 



Our constitution is clear and reasona- 
ble! In reply to the wild statement that 
not' 10 per cent, of Victoria athletes 
know they are registered," perhaps It 
will be news to Mr. Wattelet to know 
there are 800 men registered with the 
union by various clubs and all on file 
with tho secretary. 

As to the B. C. A. A. U. being a "joko" 
in the past two years of its organization 
it has done tho job it was organized to 
do — it has made the line of cloavago 
between .amateurs and professionals and 
lias'' proVc'cted • amateur- sport and -con- 
ducted properly registered and sanc^ 
tloncd meets and schedules , of gamos. 
It has had somewhat of a stormy ca- 
reer. Any institution that tries to clean 
up usually does and wo expect it. And 
it comes as usual from those you aro 
trying to protect. The whole policy of 
the union is to ' protect' the status . of 
amateur clubs and athletes and not; to 
hold the big stick as' Mr. Wattelet evl 
dontly believes. . S 

He states the soccer men turned the 
union down. Not so. The Island 
League failed to play sanctioned sched- 
ules and the players woro suspended, 
and only reinstated when the provincial 
soccer union conferred with the union 
and the union allowed tho running 
schedules to be played out. The com- 
ing season will show the rights of tho 
case and the clean distinction between 
amateur and professional soccer. - 

The real gist of the matter as. I was 
candid enough to tell Mr. Wattelet in 
a recent Interview Is that ho Is no ama- 
teur, personally but a professional in 
spirit and practice. If not he would 
not bo engaged in promoting profes- 
sional competitions, which role ho has 
played continuously. Consequently it 
Is a pity if he succeeds in alluring 
young athletes into the pitfalls of pro- 
fessional playing because of . his bluff 
statements against the B. C. A. A. U. 
If Mr. Wattelet Is so independent why 
has 'he been trying, to treat with the 
union at all? Let him play his own 
professional role, but not fool local 
coming athletes who wnnt to remain In 
amateur sport. Mr. Wattelet crtn read- 
ily see that the union weakening to 
such an extent as to grant one special 
privilege beyond its powers would in- 
deed make tho union a "joke." No wo 
shall stand our ground and with lilm 
are "willing to fight this thing to a 
llnlsh." 

Tho union is In cxistenco because the 
clubs of Victoria asked for it, and 
they are supporting It In 'spite of a 
wondering kicklnp minority .who squeal 
because they cannot get their own wny. 

Trusting the baseball men will con- 
sider well tho penalty of playing pro- 
fessional ball.

• PLAY BASEBALL 



Yukon Sportsmen Travel Two 
Hundred Miles Over Snow 
and Ice to Compete for 
Northern Title 



DAWSON, April 13.— The City of 
Dawson has had a number of splendid 
athletic events tills winter, including 
hockey, crack teams,: reeling off that 
swiftest of all world's athletic con- 
tests .with championship form; hockey 
by ladies' teams.'who' also aro not so 
slow, and ice carnivals, skating races, 
snowshoeing and other sports. 

But the mbst exciting of all the 
sporting events in tho goldopolis this 
winter has been the international bas- 
ketball match between the Dawson- 
ites, iiwho are in the Canadian. Yukon, 
and .the members of Company G, 
Twenty-second United States infantry, 
station at Fort: Egbert, Eagle 1 City, 
Alaska, 100 miles north ol! Dawson 
and Just beyond the international 
boundary line. ' 

A series of five games were played 
for the championship of tho Yukon. 
The Eagle boys went through the ex- 
traordinary performance of travelling 
200 miles with army equipment, in- 
cluding sleighs, mule teams and dog 
teams, from Eagle to Dawson and re- 
turn at the extreme temperature of -15 
below zero, that they might try their 
strength against the prowess of tho 
Dawson lads. This la the longest trip 
of the kind on record for such a pur- 
pose. 

Lieut. Bauer was in charge of tho 
soldiers. A number of non-players 
came along on loot. Arctic Brother- 
hood hall, Dawson, was crowded night 
after' night with hundreds of specta- 
tors, and flvo splendid games worn 
played. The Dawson boys won the 
series, but the visitors put up smash- 
ing good basketball. Their captain, 
Charles O. Fowler, is perhaps the 
swiftest individual basketball player 
ever in the North, but Dawson con- 
centrated its strongest defense ngalnst 
him. and largely negatived his value. 

Eagle was used to playing in a drill 
hall, larger than the Dawson hall, and 
was somewhat at a disadvantage In 
the strange place. A return game was 
late because of the spring coming, on 
and the Dawson players being called 
to work on large dredge and other 
mining propositions Just starting up 
for the season.

Fitted— Atlantic Line Stew 
ards Are Engaged

' KEWCASTLE-ON-TYXE, April 1 
(Special) ) — The sea trials of the twin 
screw steamer Prince Rupert, built at 
Wallsend for the Grant] Trunk Pacific 
Railway Company, have just been 
completed off the mouth of the Tyne 
With every success. 

The ship has been builti by Messrs, 
Swan, Hunter & AVigham Richardson, 
Ltd., and engined by the Wallsond 
Slipway & Engineering Co., Ltd. The 
leading dimensions of the vessel are 
320ft. In length, 42ft. 2ins. broad, and 
ISft. to the main deck, with a gross 
tonnage of 2,850. She has been built 
to the highest class under the British 
Corporation Survey, also complying 
with the Board of Trade regulations 
for passenger 'steamers. ' , 

On the trial trip the ship was fully 
loaded, and, both on the measured 
mile and when running continuously 
for six hours, I learn ofllclally she 
maintained an average speed of over 
eighteen and a half knots an hour In 
spite of the conditions of weather not 
being entirely favorable. ' This speed 
is considerably in excess of what was 
guaranteed. The twin screw triplu 
expansion engines with four cylinders 
and cranks are balanced on the fam- 
ous Yarrow, Schlick & Tweedy sys- 
tem, ensuring perfectly smooth run- 
ning. ) 

Even at the highest speeds there 
was complete absence of vibration in 
every part of the ship, so that she 
will doubtless be a very popular ves- 
sel when in service between Victoria, 
Vancouver, Pugct Sound ports and 
Prince Rupert. Moreover, the great- 
est care has been taken by Messrs. 
Swan, Hunter & Wigham Richardson, 
Ltd., in designing the ship to give 
every, modern comfort , to the passen- 
gers ■ both in the magnificent public 
rooms and in the cabins. 

After the trials the Prince Rupert 
put back to the Tyne, and the work of 
preparing the vessel for the half- 
round-the-world voyage to the Pacl- 
lic coast was at once entered upon. 

The ship is duo to sail tomorrow 
(April 2nd) and is to proceed to Brit- 
ish Columbia waters by way of Ma- 
deira and the Straits of Magellan. 
The first call In British Columbia will 
be Victoria. 

Good progress is being made in fit- 
ting the engines and constructing the 
interior work of the sister ship, the 
Prince George, which is expected to 
be ready for her trials shortly. 

In an interview published by the 
Vancouver World, Capt. N'ioholson is 
quoted as saying the Prince Rupert 
would arrive about June 1, and start! 
service to Prince Rupert soon after- 
ward. "The Prince George will arrive 
here about .four weeks later, no defin- 
ite date being known at present when 
»lie will leave. We have not decided 
whether we shall put her on the tri- 
angular run or on the northern route. 

"I have specially engaged two chief 
stewards from the White Star line and 
the Cunard line for the two new steam- 
ers, so an idea may be gathered of 
what the service will bo like. It is our 
intention to establish a new era in 
steamship service on this coast, and 
for that purpose no pains have been 
spared. Four of the exceptionally 
large staterooms, which we have on 
the new steamships— both of the ves- 
sels will be almost identical in design 
and equipment— have been fitted up 
en suite, private baths, electric read- 
ing lamps, hot and cold running water, 
magnificent mahogany dressing stands, 
brass bedsteads and other luxuries 
which are not often found on board 
ship, will make our special staterooms 
distinctive and the acme of comfort." 

Capt. Nicholson then went on to de- 
scribe some of the other features of 
the Prince Rupert and Prince George, 
staling that in .all the cabins Uhero 
will be switches to enable the passen- 
ger to communicate with the stewards 
without leaving the berth. A separ- 
ate light for each berth will be pro- 
vided, and each cabin will have hot 
and cold water, besides other comforts

have been spent by myself in finding 
the best and most modern methods in 
shipbuilding and equipping, and the 
Ideas which have governed us through- 
out, with the construction of our ships, 
were, first of all, safety.

The Bruno, which has been re- 
christened the Prince Edward, is to be 
operated between Prince Rupert, 
Queen Charlotte Islands and Stewart, 
was formerly a Wilson liner plying 
between Hull and Antwerp. She is a 
staunch vessel of 1,200- tons. New 
boilers were put in the vessel before 
she left Hull. The Prince Edward 
called at Capo Verde en route here on 
April '5th. 

The Prince Rupert Optimist says 
the delay in the arrival of the Bruno j 
is proving detrimental, to the northern I 
port, The Prince Rupert paper says: ' 
'•The delay in the arrival of the G. T. 
P. steamer Bruno, which Is intended 
for the Island-Portland Canal service, 
i.i seriously affecting the local trade, 
according to some of the leading busi- 
ness men. The hoard of trade asked 
lor the mall subsidy to bo given the 
G. T. P. on the understanding that 
tney would have a steamer making 
that route from Prince Rupert. The 
steamer Henrietta, which was promis- 
ed for the .service, Is jr.able to do the 
work, and the G. T. P. found it neces- 
sary to sublet the mail contract to 
Stewart until such time as the Bruno 
is able to take the run — probably the 
middle of June. .In the meantime all 
through passenger traflic on the 
Beatrice and Camosun stops at this 
city only a few hours, and usually 
during the night; whereas, If the 
Bruno was making her regular week- 
ly trip from this port, passengers to 
and from Stewart would probably stop 
off a day or two cither coming or go- 
ing. To do so now means u week's 
delay. It Is also building up Van- 
for Stewart trade, 
ly shutting oft Prince Rupert. 
Once Stewart trade is established In 
Vancouver, It will never be moved 
away. The Bruno Is badly nseded 
right now. Thjs delay Is a blow to 
Rupert trade and to the G. T. P. boat 
traflic as well. 



The second of the fleet of Japanese 
sealing schooners sent across the 
Pacific to put into Clayoquot, where 
the Nipponese vessels call for water 
and supplies, was at the west coast 
port in command o£ Capt. J. C. Voss, 
formerly of Victoria, the mariner who 
achieved fame because of his trip 
round the world ,in the little four-ton 
Tllikum fashioned from an Indian 
canoe. The Japanese sealer had 200 
skins taken off the southern coast. 
She took 1095 for the season last year. 
After watering and Securing supplies 
at Clayoquot it was the Intention of 
' Capt. Voss to follow the aealhords 
1 north to Boring Sea. Unlike the 
schooners flying the British Hag the 
Japanese schooners do not have to 
cease hunting when April ends and 
during the closed season extending 
until the Bering Sea season opens in 
August. They have no restrictions to 
interfere with their work other than 
those provided by international law. 
The Japanese schooner, which was at 
Clayoquot on the last trip of the Tees 
had proceeded to the northern hunting 
grounds. 

The schooner Pescawha, Capt. Bal- 
com, of Victoria, was at Winter har- 
bor with a catch of 220 skins for the 
coast cruise off the California and 
Oregon coasts. She reported an un- 
eventful voyage. The catch was ship- 
ped to Victoria on the Tees. Tho 
Pescawha will proceed to the otter 
grounds after sea otter. The schooner 
Jessie, which shipped her catch to 
Victoria on tho last trip of the Tees, 
left Ucluelet on Sunday bound to the 
sea otter grounds. Mrs. Munro, wife 
of tho maBter, returned to Victoria by 
the Tees. 

The schooner Thomas F. Baynard, 
Capt. Blakstad, left Clayoquot with 
twelve canoes, and the Umbrina. 
which had shipped fifteen canoes, was 
ready to leave Nootka, and the Eva 
Marie was ready at Kyuquot. 

The" Tees brought news that many 
whales were being captured at the 
west coast stations. The St. Lawrence, 
operating from Kyuquot took five dur- 
ing the past week, and tho Sebastian 
and Orion working from Sechart took 
twenty. I 1 

The Tees brought 65 passengers 
from west coast ports, Including E. W. 
Young, surveyor and twenty-one men 
composing a party • which has been 
working In the Port Renfrew district, 
Messrs. Andorson and Snnveley, tim- 
ber cruisers who havo been looking 
over areas In Quatsino district, and a 
number of workmen from the railroad 
camps near Albernl. 

Landings could not be effected on 
either up or down trips at Carmanah 
and Clo-oose, owing to the heavy seas 
running.

VANCOUVER, April 13.— Not only 
is number five shed, on tho C. P. R, 
wharf full of sacked wheat awaiting 
shipment to Mexico, but there ore u 
hundred box cars loaded with grain 
on the tracks. All available room In 
the sheds is taken by wheat and later 
arrivals of gain has to be kept in the 
cars. ' 

The Canadian-Mexican steamer 
Georgia shifted from tho Johnson dock 
to the C./P. R. wharf this morning 
und commenced to load 2,500 tons of 
wheat for Mexico. This is the first of 
over 10,000 tons, which have been con- 
tracted for, and which must roach 
Manzanillo before May 31, when the 
full import duty on wheat is reaffirm- 
ed by the Mexican government after 
suspension of a year. 

Out in the stream the steamer 
Knight of St. George is waiting for the 
Georgia to move out so that she can 
come alongside number five shed and 
got her cargo of wheat, which it Is 
estimated will run to nearly 5,000 tons. 
Tho Georgia will get her shipment 
from number five loaded by midnight 
and will then haul ahead and load the 
balance of tho 2,500 tons out of cars 
so that the Knight of St. George car 
get started. 

The St. George is the first of three 
steamers chartered by Jebsen & Ob- 
trandcr to carry wheat to Mexico. Tlio 
vessel already had 1,400 tons of grain 
r.board loaded at Tacoma, and coaled 
at Boat Harbor before coming on 
Vancouver. She arrived at 6 o'clock 
last night. The other vessel which 
will take wheat are the British steam 
or Claverly and the Austrian steamer 
llermltie.

SALVAGE PUMPS ARE 

FREED FROM DUTY 



United States Customs Authorities 
Decree That Gear From Esqui- 
malt Enters Free. 



SEATTLE, April 13.— Nino pumps 
owned in Victoria, B. C, wanted for 
uso in salving the steamer Yucatan, 
of the Alaska Steamship Company, In 
Icy Straits, are to bo admitted free of 
duty and returned to Canada when the 
company Is through with them. 

The local customs department be- 
lieved that tho pumps were dutiable 
like any other merchandise, but Bush 
&. Co.. acting for the salvage company 
and others Interested are of the opin- 
ion that under an old treaty with Can- 
ada made to permit interchange of 
salvage appliances on the Great Lakes 
free of duty, the pumps for use on the 
Yucatan should be. admitted free. A 
telegram was sent to tho department 
at Washington and a reply received by 
Deputy Collector 'in Charge Ross E 
Chestnut this morning authorizes free 
ontry of the pumps on condition that 
they be returned to Canada.

The new steamer Cetrlnna bought at 
Grangemouth for the Northern Steam- 
ship Company, of Vancouver, arrived 
yesterday morning and passed up to 
Vancouver to be remodolled at the 
yurds of the British Columbia marine 
railway for service between Vancouver 
and Stewart, by way of way ports. 
The Cetrlana is at present equipped 
with passenger accommodation for 
forty passengers, with saloon, ladles 
saloon, obesrvatlon room, smoking 
room, etc., and the new owners pro- 
pose to add sufllcient staterooms to 
give accommodation for one hundred 
passengers. 

The Cetrlana will not sail from 
Victoria, only tho Potrlana coming to 
this port, from where she will sail fort- 
nightly for Stewart and way ports. 
The Cetrlana is to make three trips 
per month, beginning service on May 
1st. She will leave on tho 1st, 10th 
and 20th of each month. 

Before being acquired by the North- 
ern Steamship Company the Cetrlana 
was the Norwegian steamer Norway, 
being operated from Christiana to 
Grangemouth In a passenger, freight 
and mall service' across tho North 
Sea. She Is a vessel of 895 tons gross, 
574 tons net, built in 1891 by tho. 
Grangemouth Dockyard Company of 
Grangemouth, England, her dimensions 
are: Length 202.7 feet, beam, 30.1 
feet, and dopth 20 feet. The vessel Is 
englncd with a triple expansion ma- 
chine with cylinders 17 1-2,27 and 46 
Inches In diameter with 33 Inch stroke. 

The Cetrlana had an unoventful run 
out from the United Kingdom. Sho 
ran short of . fuel on her way up the 
Pacific, and put into San Francisco on 
Sunday to replenish her bunkers. 

The Cetrlana failed to stop at Wil- 
liam Plead quarantine station, and Dr. 
Watt, superintendent, was called on 
the long distance telephono and held 
pending his' reply before she was In- 
spected by Dr. Munro at Vancouver.

Pnincoss May, Petriana and St. Denis 
Arrive From North Yesterday 
Prospects at Portland Canal 

Three steamers reached port yes- 
terday morning from the north. 
Steamer Princess May, Capt. Lood, of 
the C. P. R., arrived from Skagway 
and way ports, and the Petriana, of 
the Northern Steamship Company, 
and St. Denis, of the Boscowltz Steam- 
ship Company, arrived from Naas, 
Stewart, Prince Rupert and way ports. 
The three vessels left again last night, 
all being well filled with cargo, and 
the Princess May and St. Denis took 
many passengers, quite a number 
bound to Stewart. So great was the 
demand for freight space that the Pe- 
triana was obliged to cancel ship- 
ments from Vancouvor. She loaded 
3,000 feet of lumber at Sayward's mills 
yesterday afternoon and took 1,075 
cases of tin plate and 312 pigs of Iron 
to the canneries, as well as 200 tons 
of coal and a large amount of gen- 
eral freight. This Included a big 
shipment of furniture from AVeller 
Bros, for the Rogers and Lund hotel 
at Stewart, where an addition pro- 
viding for 67 additional rooms is be- 
ing made at once. The passengers 
of the St. Denis included Mrs. unci 
Miss McTavlsh and Mrs. Ourd, and 
seven men from the pulp mills at 
Cousins' Inlet. 

News was brought by the steamers 
from the north of a boom on at Stew- 
art. Within a month the number of 
buildings In the townslte at the head 
of Portland Canal have been doubled, 
and when the snow leaves the ground 
It is anticipated there will be a big 
building boom. Lumber is going into 
the pluce from every northern mill, 
as well as from Victoria and Van- 
couver. The Georgetown, Prlnco 
Rupert and Swanson Bay mills send 
lumber to Stewart on every steamer. 

On .Salmon River, across the British 
Columbia border, a townslte has been 
staked by some enterprising Ameri- 
cans on the mudflats. They have 
staked the mudflats over a consider- 
able area and state that they Intend 
to dyke It anil rt.tiaim the tide lands. 
Theie Is a rush on to this place from 
Ketchikan, Juneau and other ports, 

At Stewart there was much excito- 
rneiit over the finds made on tho pro- 
perty of the Stewart Mining and De- 
velopment Company of free milling 
gold. The residents were also await- 
ing the arrival of tho construction 
parties for the government wharf, for 
which an appropriation of $15,000 has 
been provided, and for the building of 
the railroad by Mackenzie & Maim. 
The rails for tills line will leave Syd- 
ney, Cape Breton, next Monday on 
board a steamer bound for Stewart 
by way of the Strait of Magellan. 

From Prince Rupert news was 
brought of a moral reform crusade in 
progress when the steamers woro 
there. Chief of Pollco Wynn, recent- 
ly appointed, was making a general 
clean-up of undeslrablo characters, 
who woro being escorted to the wharf 
and informed of the sailing date of 
the next steamer. 

News was brought by the Princess 
May that the Japanese boarding 
house at Queen Charlotte City, occu- 
pied by the Moresby Island Lumber 
Company's hands, was burned down 
O two weeks ago, the whole town being 
threatened with destruction. For- 
tunately thoro was vory little wind

Llndsey and Professor AVlllmott, To- 
ronto, waited on Premier Kir Wilfrid 
Luurler at Ottivwu, recontly, and urged 
several important changes in mining 
laws. Those included the placing of 
the Issue of mining titles and tho ad- 
ministration of mining layrs In regard 
to lands under federal control, in the 
hands of the department of mines, and 
the consolidation and codification of the 
Dominion mining laws now In n state 
of confusion. Hon. \V. Tompleman, 
minister of mines, indorsed these pro- 
posals and the premier Intimated that 
they would be carried into effect. A 
sub-committee of tho mines committee 
of the house of commons has been ap- 
pointed to draft a bill consolidating tho 
mining laws. 

Several of* the Cobalt oro stealing 
cases for which a largo number of ar- 
rests were made last December, wero 
brought to trial horo tills week. Ju the 
cases of Nicholas Zojatz and James 
Connolly alias Parr, the Juries dis- 
agreed. Gforgo Barber was convicted 
on tho charge of selling oro without 
authority. T. C. Jtobinette, counsel for 
tho prisoner, thereupon asked for a 
staled case to bo presented to Hie' high 
court. Ho claimed that the prisonor 
could pot be found guilty under the act, 
which referred to the sale of ore, where- 
as the evidonce tended to show that the 
sale was made after the ore had been 
refined and was therefore a sale of sli- 
ver and not of ore. As the other cases 
yet to be tried tutu on the same point, 
they were traversed to the next sitting 
of the court pending the decision of the 
high court on the. question.

down that upright postK must bo spaced 
so many foot apart, and that they must 
bo uf .specified sl/.e. Cross timbering 
Ih Lhe-rulo front post to post; with or- 
dinary roof the cross timbering is both 
parallel with tho advancing face. Flvo 
feet is, perhaps, the usual distance be- 
tween posts. The timber is mostly 
black pine and posts are wedge-shaped 
or sharpened somewhat at tho bottom, 
the object of this being to give tho 
support a yielding effect without frac- 
turing tho post at once when the weight 
comes on; this practice is common not 
only in Continental Kurope but Great 
Rrltaln as well. Carrying out tho tim- 
bering of a room by fixed rulo has 
many advantages but It eliminates the 
Judgment of the individual minor und 
is certainly extravagant of timber. \VJth 
roof good, bad or indifferent, the miner 
places the specified props at the proper 
distance and considers his obligation 
completed with no thought whether the 
prop Is actually needed or whether, 
Judged by the conditions, it is strong 
enough. 

Upper Silesia is tho hope of tho fu- 
ture fuel supply and It is the Held 
from which sny considerable Increase 
of output may be expected. While ling- 
land may encroach with better and 
cheaper coal in tho seaport .trade, Up- 
per Sllesiu. will furnish tho bulk of the 
steam and domestic, with somo metal- 
lurgical coal for the central and east- 
ern portions of the German empire. 

The Chineie In tlio Transvaal. 

The mine-labor roturn for the Trans- 
vaal mines in February is notable be- 
cause for the first time in nearly six 
years no Chinese are included. The In- 
troduction of the Chlnamnu Into South 
Africa began early in 1901, whon the 
mine-operators found thomselves pro- 
vented from further expansion by tjie 
scarcity of unskilled labor and obtained 
permission to Import men from China, 
which seemed the only available source 
of supply: In July, 1904, thore were 
1.3S8S Chinamen at. work, and there- 
after the number grew rapidly; in July, 
1905, there were 43,101;; in July, 1000, 
there were 52,234,. and in January, 190T, 
It was 53,850, the maximum reached. 

Wliile the Chinese served the purpose 
of the mining companies' for the time 
ami proved fair mine laborers, their 
presence was resented by the white 
members qf the community. Many be- 
lieved the presence of so large an nllen 
element to be undesirable; moreover 
among- so large a number of coolies 
there were naturally some bud men who 
escaped from the mine compounds and 
made themsolves a danger which had 
to ho dealt with by summary methods. 
This increased the feeling against them, 
and when the Transvaal became a self- 
governing colony, almost the first act 
of its parliament was. to pass a law pro- 
hibiting further importations and pro- 
viding that' those In the country should 
be sent back to China. 'as fnst as their 
contract terms of service should expire) 
At first the repatriation wus slow; In 
the first six months tlio number at work 
was reduced only to 51,472. Thereafter 
the movement proceeded rapidly, the to- 
tal falling by successive half yearly 
periods to 3.1,S4fi to 19,071 to 1 1,534 to 
5,300. On January 1. 1909, only 1.094 
were left, and on February 1st even 
these wero gone. 

Fortunately for the mine operators 
conditions in South Africa havo been 
such that it has boon possible to in- 
crease the black laborers from 103,000 
to over 190,000 in February of this 
year. 

There Is no place here to discuss tho 
economic or sociological sides of the 
Chinese question. It is enough to note 
that the orderly introduction of nearly 
55,000 alien laborers, and their removal 
without friction or disturbance, con- 
stitute a remarkable industrial epi- 
sode.

LIFT UP PRICES 



Movement in Stock Market 
Thought to Be Caused by 
Big Capitalists— U, S, Steel 
Leader in Advance 



NEW YOKE, April 1 3. — The rise in 
the prices of stocks which occurred to- 
day was without any chungo In condi- 
tions to explain it, beyond a rather 
marked concurrence of speculative sen- 
timent in Its favor. Thero was a gen- 
eral conviction about tho stock exchange 
that tho advance in tho market lias the 
assent, if not the active Qp-oporation, of 
tho financial groups most influential in 
market movements. 

Tho movement in United States Steel 
was the most effective factor In con- 
firming this Impression. The volume of 
transactions In that stock and its ag- 
gressive advance wero In themselves 
suggestive of the Inside activity which 
has marked past movoments in tho 
stock heralded by confident predictions 
from official sources In the corporation. 
Humors of an increase in the dividend 
on tho slock to a five per cent, rate were 
renewed with great positivencss. 

Tho operations which advanced prices 
were concentrated and did not appear to 
come from scattered sources, the belief 
prevailing, in fact, that orders were exe- 
cuted on a large, scale for uccount of the 
powerful capitalists who attempt to in- 
fluence mid to leiid the market with the 
purpose of attracting a miscellaneous 
following, depending on that for the pro- 
fitable marketing of their own accumu- 
lations. 

Estimates of the probable proportion 
and duration of the outward movement 
of gold were modified In accordance with 
tho unexpectedly light outgo by today's 
steamer for London and the rapid 
strengthening of the Hank of .England 
reserve with the first arrivals of gold 
shipped from Now York. Tho United 
States treasury is making the monthly 
disbursement of pension money, and the 
suh-trcusury operations are contributing 
a daily balance to the Now York banks 
from this cause.

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKET. 

(Furnished by P. W. Stevenson & Co.) 

CHICAGO, April Li.— After a fairly 
good show of strength during tho morn- 
ing, wheat turned weak nnd prices had 
a break of nearly two cents all around 
from the best prlcos of the morning. 
There was enough rally on closing 
trades to leave the market Va cent net 
loss on May and July each nnd one 
cent on September. In a way, tho mar- 
kot followed natural conditions for tho 
day as tho weather forecast Is for more 
general rains over Missouri, Kansas 
nnd Nebraska tonight and tomorrow 
and .temperatures arc favorable to the 



growing crop. John Inglts and others 
were sending in most flattering re- 
ports In' regard to the appcarunce of 
crop in states east of the. river, .espe- 
cially southern Indiana. . "Northwest 
houses continue to report decidedly 
weak situation in tho cash Wheat and 
Hour trade. More important than all 
else was tho discovery that cash wheat 
promlums are being further reduced 
horo and in other outHldo markets. A 
lender Just returned from the Pacific 
coast via the northwest, not only talked 
bearish, but his house was tied up 011 
the selling side of the market. It loolts 
as if It would take something fresh in 
tho way of bull nows to check the 
bearlshness in this wheat trade. 

Corn — Tho action of tho corn trade 
at tho close indicated that the market 
Is on dobatablo ground around these 
prices. Somo better eastern demand Is 
largely offset by very weak casli situ- 
ation southwest due to largo stocks and 
poor demand. Instead of covering corn 
as they did yesterday, benr leaders wore 
again active on the selling side. Would 
confine selling orders to fairly good 
swells.' 

Oats — Oats had a break of Va a cent 
or more following the leaders. * Cash 
market fairly steady, shipping sales 
libera! 155,000 today and receipts small 
and the market is in a fairly healthy 
position except as depressed by the ac- 
tion In corn. 

Provisions — There was another period 
of prico slaughter In products today. 
Yesterday wo stated that what support 
the market had appeared , to bo with a 
view of making' a market on which 
more product could be sold. After fair- 
ly steady trade in the first half hour 
today, weakness developed and pricc-i 
had a break. There Was a break in 
hog prices at tlio yards. Thero was 
selling of lard and ribs by brokers for 
outside packing interests.
